Compulsory 
interviews 
may precede 
divorce 


Divorcing couples may be 
obliged 10 discuss custody of 
children and access to them 
with welfare officers before 
court hearings, under proposals 
being considered by an interde- 
partnental committee of civil 
servants. 

Such interviews are compPU- 
sory in many county COUIIS, 
where registrars believe they 
save millions of pounds by 
solving disputed issues through 
negotiation. Defended divorces 
have in some places. for 
instance, virtually been elimin- 
ated. 

From the beginning of this 
year a compulsory interview 
scheme was starled at the 
Divorce Registry, at Somerset 
House. Announcing the 
scheme. Mr B. P. Tickle, senior 
registrar, said: “It is extremely 
important that no affidavit 
should be filed until after an 
unsuccessful conciliation ap- 
pointment or until the registrar 
has directed". 

A committee of senior civil 
servants from the Home Office, 
Treasury, the Central Policy 
Review Staff and the Lord 
Chancellors department is 
examining the in-courl 
schemes, and out of court 
conciliation schemes, where 
counselling is offered al a much 
earlier stage. 

It is studyîng evidence from 
about ten centres ir the country 
where pilot schemes have been 
running, the most well known 
of which is the family courts 
conciliation service at Bristol. 

Despite the proven success of 
schemes such as Bristol's in 
solving disputes on custody, 
access, and finance and cutting 
court costs, it seems likely that, 
given the constraints an public 
expenditure, the committee will 
favour an extension of the in- 
court conciliation schemes 
being nun by registrars. 

They come into play after the 
parties have petitions. 
‘They are asked to attend court 
and meet a welfare officer to 
resolve some areas of disagree- 
ment by negotiation. 

Barristers specializing in 
family law, welcome the pro- 
cedure, but there is some 
concern over the London 
schemes involvement of chil- 
dren.

Opponents of expansion at 
Heathrow airport claim that the 
proposed f{iflh terminal could 
not open before 1995. Critics, 
led by the Brilsh Airporls 
Authority. will argue a1 a public 
inquiry which opens tomorrow 
that the Stansled solution 
would therefore be a cheaper, 
taster and more flexible answer 
to the demand for extra 
passenger capacity.

Herpes treatment claim 


The vaccine used is prepared 
from herpes type one. lhe germ 
which causes the ordinary cold 
sore around the mouth. Vene- 
reologists have’ frequently no- 
ticed that patients who suffer 
from oral اا‎ e ave mild 
symptoms wil nil lerpes. 

The work n Birmingham 
sçems 1o have shown that 
artificial vaccination wilh type 
one oral herpes virus gives an 
even grcater degree of protec- 
tion than lhe natural immunity 
obtained from having a cold 
sore. The only vaccination side 
cffect noted has been a sore 
arm, lasting for three to six 
days. Where a woman did not 
realize that she was pregnant 
and had been vaccinated, there 
have been no demonstrable ill 
2ffects to the baby.

vaccinations stopped further 
attacks in 75 per cent of the 
cases. In those patients who did 
have another attack the signs 
and symptoms were less severe 
and occurred less frequently. 

lt is normally assumed that 
75 per cent of patients whiose 
partners have herpes will 
develop the disease within a 
ycar. 

Since the trial, reportcd in the 
British Journal of Yencreology., 
was completed in June lasl year, 
a further 190 people at risk had 
been vaccinated by the Bir- 
mingham team: only two 
subsequently developed the 
disease, and they both had mild 
synıptoms.

Two recent cases of stolen 
goods being sold at auction and 
subsequently confiscated by the 
police have raised the issue of 
what, if any, responsibility 1he 
sale rooms have fbr making 
good the buyer's loss. 

One collector who bought a 
painting at Christies in 1978 
and had 1o relinquish it to the 
police is suing the auclioncers 
for the returm of £19,000, plus a 
10 per cent buyers’ premium.

A group of scientists this 
weekend Joined thousands of 
skiers on the slopes of the 
Mammoth. Lakes resort, bul 
instead of bringing their skis 
and poles they lravelled with an 
assorıment of earth-measuring 
inslruments. 

For the hills - and mountains 
— around the popular High 
Sierras resorl town. some 3 
miles norıh of Los Angeles. are 
alive with tiny earthquakes thal 
have becn shaking, rattling and 
rolling the community for the 
pasi few day's. 

Since last Thursday more 
than 1.000 carthquakes have 
shaken the areca. After initial 
panic. when the bigger quakes 
recorded 5.5 and 5.6 on the 
Richter scale. they dropped to 2 
and the skiers retuned 10 the 
slopes.

It takes grealer provocation. 10 EO 1O 
war in the face of utıerly destructive 
retaliation. Yet it is also the case 
that countries such as Britain and 
Germany. which a generaıion ago 
tried to devastate.one another. have 
not only managed to avoid sources 
of conflict but have found 
reasons for all sorts of co-operation. 

Peace was consolidated as coun 
irics discovered that their interests 
converged X perceived extemal 
military threat may have helped in 
forming 1ht Western military 
alfiance. But those historical factors 
that went into the making of the 
Common Markeı {as those thal went 
into the unification of Germany in 
1he nineteenth centurv) have been 
deeper and more pervasive than 
milnary considerations. 

In other words, if nuclear 
weapons have been a factor in 
keeping the peace, it is also {he case 
thal many other. and in Western 
Europe al least. more powerful 
factors have been at work. 

ll is. furthermore. in many 
respects misleading 1o refer to the 
present period as a period of peace 
only. Mh is as well a period of 
readiness and preparation for war. 
Technology has dispensed wilh 
popular mobilisation for war. but il 
leaves war a possible 15 minutes 
away al any time, Under circum- 
slances of permanent armed mobil- 
isation and possibly imminent war 
coumries live in relentless insecur- 
ils. 

For such reasons, before we 
attribute an excessive role 10 nuclear 
weapons in keeping lhe peace, we 
rmnust ponder the dangers that they 
involve. In this context I am not 
arguing thal the United States and 
1he Soviet Union should, or could. 
be prevailed on in Lhe near future 10 
discard gall their nuclear weapons. 
They should however, be more 
sensitive 1han cither has been to the

occur in regions where hunting is 


„impossible. Foxes do not perish in 


large numbers from natural causes, 
as is implied, and indeed often 
survive 10 a ripe age. Hunting does 
not seek 1o exterminate, or indeed 
decimate, the local foxes but 10 
control tiem and disperse them 10 


‘the broad satisfaction of rural 


communities. 

There are many other good 
reasons for hunting to continue, not 
least that the great majorly of 
farmers and landowners welcome iL, 
contrary to what the article suggests.

The continuing boom iri 
stocks reflects a growing belicf 
in the financial markets that 
the economic recovery in 1983 
will be vastly more robust 
ıhan the “consensus” Of 
ceconomisls and ihe gloomy 
official forecast Of a I.4 per 
cent rise in 1983 real gross 
national product would have 
us believe. 

The stock markcls arc 
saying loud and clear thal 
there -is not going to be a 
recession any more this year. 
They are also saying corporale 
profîis are . going to rise 
sharply. 

The stock market boom has 
changed character in recent 
weeks. 

Until before Christmas, the 
stock market boom had been 
pricipally a “multiples boom 
“™. the result of a wholesale 
revalualion of all financial 
asşels, relaied in turn to ihe 
collapse of interest rates thal 
got under .way in earncst in 
Juiy. With the boom in moncy 
growth initiated by a panicky 
Federal Reserve in July. the 
collapse of interest rates was 
soon brought to an end. 

Short-term rates stopped 
falling in August and medium 
and long-term rates slopped 
falling in October. 

Once that happened, the 
question arose. “What will 
happen to stocks? Will they, 
like bonds, level out in price 
and stay where they were 
about October?” 

For some weeks, during 
November and December. it 
seemed as if this might indeed 
be 1he answer. The stock 
markets largely spent their 
time churning around 1.000 
on the Dow Jones average ihe 
closing to two months of 1982. 

But now a new force 
appears 10 have taken over. 
That is the belief that there is 
going 10 be a very vigorous 
recovery in 1983 and that 
profits will rise very sharply as 
a result. Cyclical stocks like 
cars and steels are now 
showing in many cases huge 
gains in price. 

The boisterous optimism of 
the stock markets is also 
spreading to the cornmodities 
markets.

Q: Fd like to start with your 
perspective of just how bad 
conditions in fhe poorest coun- 
tries are at the moment?

Q: What docs this do to their 
foreign exchange position?

Some indication of his true 
state came to light on Thursday 
when his father was told to 
collect a . package from a 
telephone kiosk near the World 
Trade Centre ciose to Tower 
Bridge.

Five days of kidnap terror 
end at a Croydon house 


By Stewart Tendler, Crime Reporter 


It was while he was there 
that, shorıly afler midnight on 
Wednesday morning. one of the 
kidnappers rang with the 
messagc: “You have seen what 
we have done. We are not 
playing. Do not delay. We will 
send a finger a day. You have 
plenty of money and it is going 
1o cost you money". . 


Mr Xureb. agcd 60. was given 
no ransom demand but was told 
that he would reccive his son's 
head in a box if he did nol 
follow instructions. The caller 
told him “we have our eyes on 
you" and forbade any contact 
with the police.

But immediately afler the 
first call the family had called in 
Scotland Yard. Before midnight 
on Tuesday a surveillance team 
was watching the empty Xuereb 
home. the calls were being 
monitored and a detective 
inspector was conslantly wityh 
Mr Xuereb senior. 7 


Overall command of the 
police operation was placed in 
the hands of Commmander 
William Hucklesby, head of the 
Yard’s anti-terrorist squad, who 
was aware that the kidnappers 
scemcd to be watching the 
Xucreb family.

At 7pm lası Tuesday, January 
4. Mr Emmanuel Xucrcb. aged 
33. and his wife Maria pulled up 
outside their home in Bromley. 
Kent. a1 the end of a day”s work 
and a shopping expedition. Mr 
Xuercb climbed from the car 
with the shopping. walked to his 
front door and into the start of 
blindfolded captivity at the 
ventre ofa kidnapping plol. 

A band of men. disguised bv 
hlack woollen Balaclavas pulled 
aver their heads, had broken in 
and were lying in wait, First Mr 
Nuercb. the son of a wealthy 
Hatton Garden diamond mer- 
chant, and then his wife, aged 
25. were seized. The couple 
were threatened with a knife, 
hlindtolded and put inlo a 
vehicle after their luxury home 
had been sırippcd of cash and 
Jewciry. 

The Xuercbs. who were 
married five months ago. were 
driven away. Within hours their 
uapıors made a series of 
telephone calls to the home of 
Mr Anthony Xuereb, the 
victim's father, al Chislehurst, 
Kent. 

Among them was one from 
Mir Emmanuel Xuereb himself, 
He told his parents that they 
had to do whatever they were 
1old by his captors or he would 
be killed. His father was 
insiructed to go to his son's 
house to sce the damage and 
tıdy up. The kidnappers wanted 
to avoid arousing 1hc neigh- 
hour's suspicions.
